2, LET Tichming (8% GG), chicl jof the Canton-Hengyang Railway Administration, 
obtained approval fron the Central: Government to protect Invangtung railways 
from increased guerrilla activitics by the follaring steps: 


a. To transfer the 3 Railway Regiment between the Canton and Kukong 
(Chtuchiang, 113=33, 2-50) sector. 
b. To station part of the 27 Army along the Canton—Kowloon Railway. 


ec. To station the Supplementary (sic) 7 Division under TSUNG Sheng along 
the Canton-Sanshui Line. 


3. The Ministry of Railways sent KUO Weiech'eng (# ht ti)» chief of the 
Mulden Railway Administration; KUO Lao ( if wy ), engineer; and Lotefu 
( & a ) (2% Lotev ?), Soviet adviser to Inspect the railroads desiznated 
by LEI. e party arrived in Canton on 1 November.
